Noah, serving a life term for murder, escaped from the peni- 


tentiary Dec. 7, 1918, shortly after the pardon board met and 
refused to grant him a pardon.

Talcoti resigned. 


An exchange of telegrams with Hutchinson, Kan., authori- 


ties by Warden Stair, who gave a complete description, convinced

MILL LOSSES 


Losses of the Drake mill ha\e been known for 


more than a year and come as no surprise to those 
v,ho ha\e made even a cursory studv of state 
ownership. Every audit indicated that the losses 
were accumulating with the usual rapidity inci- 
dent to such enterprises. The taxpayers are a^k- 
ing now if the Drake to> mill loses $2,500 a month 
vhat will the Grand Forks $3,000,000 mill lose a 
month? A simple problem in mathematics. Just 
take the percentage of loss on the in\estment at 
Drake and apply it to the proposed investment at 
Grand Forks, and you will ha\e the minimum loss 
at least. 


But there is still a "Let Us Try It Out" faction 


in the state. Curiously enough, deficits at Drake 
and the probable losses an audit of the Bank of 
North Dakota will reveal r.iake little or no im- 
pression upon a very active clique that insists 
upon completing the Grand Forks white elephant. 


The Tribune has insisted'<repeatedly that com* 


promise with state socialism is wrong and poor 
public policy. Until the "compromisers" spend a 
little more of the taxpayers money, probably the 
lesson will not be learned. Tax payers are indig- 
nant over the heavy burden state ownership has 
entailed under league control, but they are vigor- 
ously opposed to a continuation of the same thing 
under other auspices.
